win this fight have been turned on the street In 
this cold winter Ume without a place to sleep 
or food to eat except as provided by their or- 
ganization. Spokane should be proud that dur- 
ing the holiday season of "Peace on earth, good 
will to men" (?) that free speech, free press 
and free assembly may bo wrested from cap- 
italist tyranny and oppreabion; yet was it not 
said of the very agitator whose birth they cele- 
brate, "And the Son of Man had not a place 
to lay his head." 

In the suppression of the Industrial Worker 
and the closing of the headquarters absolutely 
not legal action "on the civilized plane" has 
been taken. Chief Sullivan threatened to pro- 
ceed at once under the criminal libel law and 
tho disorderly house regulations, but he has not 
made good and doesn't need to. He had the 
might, he took the right. 

"The mailed fist of the law," as Prosecuting 
Attorney Pugh gleefully characterizes It, has 
descended with a heavy blow upon tho rights 
of the toilers. Seven thousand copies of the 
Industrial Worker were destroyed and somo of 
the working class in Sjwkane are beginning to 
wonder why th-y haven't Just as much right 
to invade the office of the Spokesman-Review 
and destroy seven thousand copies of that ly- 
ing sheet. Spokane wouldn't lose much, either. 

Two propoganda meetings were held this 
week In the Turner hall, which was rented in 
the name of individuals, but the Big Chief got 
busy and instructed the caretaker not to rent 
it to us again. The caretaker must refer it 
to the Turner Society, which will not meet 
until after New Year's, so we are deprived of 
a hall for this week at least, if not for all time. 
Hall after hall has been tried, exorbitant rents 
have been offered, always resulting In the same 
curt refusal, yet there are still Idiots In Spo- 
kane who chirp "Why don't they hire a hall If 
they want to talk?" 

The case of Fellow Worker Frank Reed, also 
the cases of some twenty other fetfow workers, 
nro still pending and untried. Some men have 
been held from a month to six weeks without 
trial not even a pretense of a preliminary hear- 
ing ' The Judges and prosecuting attorney s 
staff had of course to relax their hard labor.

The kind of education that is being drilled 
into the chlldrea of the working class by the 
teachers in the public schools of Spokane can 
be well Judged lrom the following Incident: 
Little Joseph Thompson, son of Organizer Jas. 
P. Thompson, who is now serving six months 
for "criminal conspiracy," has recently start- 
ed to school. He has been taunted and abused 
by his school mates as an aranchist, his father 
called a Jail bird and has undergone physical 
beatings as well. Yet the teachers and heads 
of the school have done absolutely nothing to 
prevent the. outrage or educate the children to 
a better understanding of the real fight Prob- 
ably the reason Is that most of the teachers 
are themselves as Ignorant and prejudiced as 
the children. 

More men are going to Jail every day. Read- 
ers must not suppose tlat the prisoners are 
being better treated at ptesent than they were 
at the beginning of the fight, such ia not the 
cast. We have described tho brutality so much 
that repetition becomes wearisome, but the 
sweat box, the ice cold cells, the baths of cold 
and hot streams, the squad of six or eight of 
policemen-sluggers through which men muBt 
run the gauntlet after being booked and be- 
fore being put In tho zweat box, the dieting 
on bread and water nnd all the other inhuman 
and horrible conditions are Just as much in 
evidence. Bill Shannon is still on the police 
force and the Tolstolan doctrine of "non-reslst- 
ance" hasn't penetrated his cranium yet Ev- 
ery day brings tho release of prisoners in a 
most pitiful condition, starved, beaten and froz- 
en till many are too weak to walk and fellow 
workers have to carry them out and away to 
food and shelter. If readers of the "Industria 
Worker" are keen on sympathy and moral 
support the writer want* to bring home to 
you the urgent necewlty of converting »♦ into 
financial aids. The legal defense drags and 
is expensive, the men must be fed, the families 
of married men fn Jail provided for. *ho Iudus-

8POR THUGS OF RUSSIA,

semhly, the official thugs of 8ppkane, Wash., 
at the bidding of their masters (the citizens' 
alliance, chamber of commerce and other 
grafting organizations of the employing class), 
have resorted to fresh acts of ferocious bru- 
tality. 1 

Not succeeding in murdering j their victims 
by brutal assault and starvation.; while in their 
power, the police have made another attempt 
to destroy the workers, whose only crime has 
been the attempt to exercise a constitutional 
right. 

Four hundred workingmen were starved and 
beaten dally by these official thugB. At the end 
of their eentences they came out of Jail so 
weak that most of them were unable to walk. 
In spite or this brutality the spirit of the men 
remains unbroken. They were determined to 
take, up the fight again as soon; as able. In 
order to build up their broken health the I. 
W. W. hall has been used as a hqspltal for the 
past two weeks. On. December! 20 the mur- 
derous crew in the uniform of the city of Spo- 
kane, fifty In number, armed with shotguns, 
raided the I. W. W. hall, clubbing nnd driving 
all of the members out Into the, street Tho 
furniture in the hall was smashed and the par- 
titions destroyed by this band of cut-throats in 
brass and blue. 

The weather was intensely cold and a bitter 
wind was blowing. All of the | convalescent 
patients had their funds and other belongs in 
the safe at tho I. W. W. hall, having deposited 
them there no that the police would not rob 
them after their arrest. (Several who did not 
take this precaution were robbed) in the book- 
ing room at the police station). 

The men were not permitted to get their 
funds or belongings, and therefore were with- 
out meant to get lodging for the night, being 
compelled to walk the streets in the bitter 
cold. The purpose of tha police in acting in 
this manner was to accomplish what they had 
failed to accomplish by starvation and brutal 
assault in the Jails. They knew that In the 
weakened physical condition many of these 
men will bo liable to contract pneumonia and 
consumption. They drove these men out into 
the street for no other purpose than to accom- 
plish their murder by this method. It remains 
to be seen whether they will be successful or 
not. 

Every affort is being made by the I. W. W. 
to relieve tho situation and care | for the vic- 
tims of police brutality. This action Is cou- 
strued by the human hyenas to he criminal con- 
spiracy, and tboee who have lookjed after the 
work are being arrested as fast as they coroo 
to the notice of the police. ThcBe are facta 
that cannot be truthfully contradicted. Get 
space for this statement and succeeding state- 
ments, in all papers of your locality. The sit- 
uation .ts of vital Importance to every member 
of the 'working class. Get Busy.

BY A GRADUATE 



Chief Slugger Sullivan of the Spokane law 
and order (?) f^rco undoubtedly considered me 
a harmless, servile creature, whipped into sub- 
mission; on a biead and water died for 34 
days, behind bats of steel, tantalized, torturod 
covered with vejrmln and slugged by dupes and 
accomplices the, (Spokane Darwinian missing 
links) police force— for what crime? Talk on 
the streets. Is pur constitution a farce? Some 
of us fought to juphold t n the last war. Sup- 
pose we ask the! Cuban and Filipino to help us 
defend the constitution in .Spokane? Was 
President Taft 'arrested for speaking on the 
street? No! Workingmen should be seen 
(making profit for capitalists), but not heard. 
It seems the constitution and laws were made 
in the interests I of , and also to be interpreted 
by the capitalists. 

The Roman empire fell by such high handed 
methods. 

On November 13, near the corner of First and 
Howard streets,! while addressing a crowd of 
citizens, J. C. ICnust , was accosted by Officer 
Logan and another plain clothes brute. ! Both 
grabbed him from behind, by shoulders, knock- 
ing his hat off, refusing to allow him to pick It 
up. Walking him a few paces and both slug- 
ging him in back' of head. Jerked, pushed and* 
choked him all the way to police station, where 
they tried to shove his head into the booking 
window. Knust {never resisted in the least and 
cautioned the so-called officers of the law "Not 
io use auy violence." 

Three days later I was arrtmtod for streot' 
speaking and rejoiced at not getting Knust's 
treatment, but after beng booked n the sta- 
tion I got mine Ifrom the inside slugging com- 
mittee, led by Chief . Slugger Sullivan. Sulli- 
van knocked me! down by a blow on myj nose 
and kicked in niy side. Others got theif's as 
they were mnr^hed in. One fellow worker. 
Henry Buchel, got a broken Jaw. He |ts at 
present in Fort (Wright hospital. Ho received 
no treatment under the city physician and five 
days later the* surgeon at Fort Wright demand- 
ed his having attention in the hospital, i Tho 
sluggers placed us, in our bruised and battered 
state, in tho sweat box and bandaged our 
wounds with hot uteam and sweat for twelve 
hours. Wo numbered 29 in the sweat box. This 
small dungeon. Is solid steel cane about 7xi)x8; 
no toilet. Can) you picture the condition of 
this cell in twtjlfo hours— the 29,000 miseries 
we suffered? Xfen fainted, vomited and groan- 
ed within this living hell. Many had to lie in 
the filth through woakness. One man; was 
dragged out unconscious after hours of call- 
ing by his coroifades for aid. We were packed 
like sardines/ Next day 17 of us were taken* 
out and placed jib a filthy cell 7xG»£x6-l-6, With 
little light, closed ventilators on warm days 
and open on freezing days and nights, no blank- 
ets nor hammocks; lice and vermin galore. We 
were never allowed to consult the attorneys, 
friends or relatives, nor allowed food, tobacco, 
soap nor towels, our clothing becoming covered 
with vermin indescribable. It is a wonder that 
we ever got out! alive. The so-called city physi- 
cian, who undoubtedly takes his orders from 
the Inhuman chief of police, said: "ho was In 
danger of loosing his Job if he even euggested 
different food, {attention or 'medicine for us." 
DESPERATE prisoners. % consider Dr. Oshea 
an unprincipaPcd individual to continue in the 
service of the city r.nd not protest against such 
Inhuman treatment. His medicine was salts, 
quinine, pills. ! Toothaches and broken heads 
got the same dose. Each cell contained run- 
ning water and' a filthy toilet. Only two seats 
in each cell, aujl those were always at a prem- 
ium, the toilet {and wash stand. Some mem- 
bers always had the pleasure of sitting and 
sleeping on them each night and day. Those 
that were lucky to be able to stretch out on 
the cold steel floor placed their heads to the 
wall and feet io the center of the cell and 
slept In a circle. The feet piled up on top of 
each other, leaving the man on top with his 
head about two 1 feet lower than his feet— still 
he considered himself lucky, for the man on 
the bottom of the pile o< feet had such a load 
on him that he was continually fighting for the 
top. 

The notorious] hunger strike started Friday 
night, November 5, covering every department 
of the jail. Lawyer Crane, in the sweat box, 
refused to eat ihls rotten rations, blowing it 
from his mouth! towards the jailer and throw- 
ing tho plate outside. Lawyer Crane Is a non- 
member of the I. W. W., but a free speech 
fighter. Mrs. Frcnette In the ladles" ward got 
word of the hunger strike and she refused to 
eat. We went on ajiunger strike because we 
considered alow starvation on stale bread worse

| THE SWITCHMEN'8 8TRIKE. 

| Another illustration of the futility of craft division has been afforded 
us In the Switchmen's strike. Although the membership composing the 
Switchmen's Union are among the most active and progressive of the 
railroad labor organisations, and are making a great fight, still the out- 
come of the struggle can be 6afely predicted. It is mainly through the 
refusal cf the oiher railroad organizations, especially the Britherhood of 
Railway Trainuten, whose membership is composed largely of switch- 
men, to ccrae to the aid of the striking switchmen. Bound by these little 
"sacred" contracts the, membership composing the other railway or- 
ganisations have stayed at work, thereby helping to defeat the switch- 
men in their struggle with the employers. | 
It would seem that the membership composing the American Fed- 
eration of l^abor would learn from experience. Having witnessed their 
brothers in other craft unions go down to defeat time after time again, 
ought to sufficiently illustrate to all those interested in organized labor 
t!ie fut'lity of craft strikes and the necessity of perfecting a now form 
of organization, able to combat with the employers. 

In the present strike the division goea farther than the division 
into crafts, as there are two rival organizations in the same craft, the 
Switchmen's Union of j North America and the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen. 

Could anything be more ph asing to Hill and the other railway mag- 
nates than to witness ihc membership of one union composed largely 
of switchmen tray at work, while the membership of another union of 
switchmen are out on strike? This is even more satisfactory^ the! 
corporation * than craft divisions, ss we here wlthness two different I 
unions of the same craft holpng to defeat one another. Organized capi- ' 
tal has nothing to fear from organized labor as long as it can keep I 
the workers figh.lng among themselves. 
Such is the strike condition on the Northwest roads, where the mem

Spokane is the distributing point for thou- 
sands of laborers in the northwest. Thoui- 
sands of men have flocked to that city with 
the hope that they be shipped out to various^ 
Jobs. For years the employment shark, that 
festering sore In every western city, had a 
rich harvest in Spokane. Working men came: 
to town, they vUlted the employment agency; 
they gave their last three dollars for a Job. 1 
Then they were shipped to a Job, and lo! thera 
was no Job. .It was to the interest of the em- 
ployment shark that this miserable, petty graft 
be h'dden from view. But, as- light penetrates 
the darkest corners, an organization came to 
the forefront to unmask the sharks and to pro- 
tect the common laborer. 

This organization is a labor organization. 
This labor organization Is caljcd the industrial 
Workers of the World. A systematic campaign 
Wte». started and as a result the "buiiiness" of 
the employment sharks tumbled. The agita- 
tion resulted in bringing into being a large 
local union of unskilled laborers.

Spokane 8uppress«s Free Speech. 

The Industrial Workers of the World had 
to be destroyed and the lawmakers of Spo- 
kane, every ready to hear the voice of the cap- 
italist, parsed an ordinance prohibiting the I. 
W. W. from spenkiug on the streets In Spo- 
kane, anywhere near the sharks' offices. A spe- 
cial law was made, tolerating speaking on the 
streets by religious organizations, such as the 
Salvation Army, but closed the streets to the 
I. W, labor union. Of course this law Is un- 
constitutional. It conflicts not alone with the 
constitution of the United States, but also with 
the constitution , of the State of Washington. 
Hut that is not all — conflicting with the consti- 
tution or not. men have a right to be heard, es- 
pecially men who spread the glad tidings of 
the hope of a happier day for those who suffer 
the agony of wage slavery.

At a protest meeting held at l^abor Lyceum. 
Reed and Walnut streets. |Sundi.y evening, De- 
cember 19. 1909, the body Adopted the following 
resolutions of protest relative to the working 
class at Spokane. Wash. lAmong ( the speakers 
on the Issue were James Maurer.' Caleb Harrl 
son and o'hers. The attendance was large and 
the protest fully discussed. The members re- 
sponded liberally to the matter of financial aid, 
and a large collection resulted. 

Following are I he resolutions In detail: 
To the Working (Mass of Spokane, Wash.: 

Whereas, We. the Socialists nt Heading. Pa, 
the state that Is the highest; developed Industrial 
center of any spot on earth, and which rules 
Its wage slaves with despotism and contempt, 
also has had for many years public omcinls 
so corrupt that the people Of all civilized lands 
have looked on In amazement, send you these 
few words of cheer, because we know by sad 
and bloody experience* what you must suf- 
fer: aud. 

Whereas. We realize fully the grave respon- 
sibility resting upon you In your splendid fight 
for free speech and a free press, should you lose 
the ! United States ceases to be a land of free 
speech : and. 

Whereas. We of Pennsylvania dread the re-

thsn no food at ail. One prisoner refused to 
eat a meal If all were not fed. 

Why should we be jailed and starved for de- 
manding a constitutional right? Oh. well, I 
guess working men have no rights; we are 
living under Czar Sullivan of the Inland Em- 
pire. Drunks were shown the greatest of 
courtesy when arrested many turned out same 
oight of arrest to make room for us terrible 
1. W. W.'s. Drunks were given hammocks, 
good meals and few placed in cells; beside 
ihey received the warm cells, but never placed 
in hot box. Wo tried to attract end notify 
our friends on the outside of jail thac we were 
starving by (building battleships) pounding on 
ttic steel cells with our shoes, which made a 
deafening noise similar to boilermakcrs rivet- 
ing battleships. Crowds were attracted on the 
outside. Judge Mann's court was disturbod — 
Jailer Casey, along with the itch, got nervous 
prostration and took three days' lay off. Sulli- 
van got a new attack of slugging fever and all 
considered, we certainly made hlBtory, while 
SulUvan and Mann made rebels. 

Tuesday. Nov. 9th, the jail was so full — 14 to 
17 In eacl. «dl — and conditions so bad that an 
invest igat on committee, fearing an epidemic 
breaking t ut, forced the so-called law and order 
gang to remove 80 of us to the bull pen at 
Franklin school house. 

At 8 p. n., under heavy guard, about 50 slug- 
gers, escorted us to a cold, flreless room in the 
condemned school, where we had the pleasure 
of walking the night long to keep from freezing. 
No toilet, blankets or water; a bucket was fur- 
nished to urinate in. Space will not allow me 
to continue In detail, so the balance of my story 
will be on t'.ie most important persecutions. 

Our first night in the school was terrible — 
you can gutss the rest. , Men were known to 
smoke wood, paper and horse manure. Police 
threatened to freeze, beat and torture to death 
if men did not go on rock pile. Men threaten- 
ed to burn down ^chool if wood was not fur- 
nished; mouldings were bi.rned, and so-called 
leaders cruelly tortured in sweatbox for 13 
days. Doctor finally ordered them released, 
fearing death from tortures. We were told 
that It didn't make much difference if we did 
die. as it only cost 49c to cremate us. 

We-wcre always forewarned when an inves- 
tigation committee would visit us, by extra pre- 
cautions to rid the dark dungeons of filth and 
scatter the men around n cells, so as to make 
them look crowded. Sweat box would be 
emptied. Committee would always be rushed 
through and nbt allowed to consult prisoners 
for fear of us exposing the hellish conditions. 
When we finally broke hunger strike after 
seven and one-half days of fa6tiug, we got 8 o».. 
stale bread rooming and evening. This allow 
ance was cut down from time to time till we 
got only oue and three-fifths ounces morning 
and evening. Place above mentioned amount 
ou scales and note quantity we received last 
ten days. ; 

Refusing to work on rock pile at Fort Wright 
we wore locked incells at night and had to 
urnate through bars of celhs. not even a bucket 
furnished. Windows were raised; wind chilled 
us through in our weak state. Bread caused 
constipation and men were known to go two 
weeks without passage of bowels. Just think. 
Elizabeth Ourley Flynn and Mrs. Frenett- get- 
ting 90 and 100 days in these death traps. For 
what crime? 

Did you ever see such determination for a 
principle? Reader, stop and think — ask your- 
self if there is not something to an organiza- 
tion when men and women will show such 
solidarity by sacrifice and dire tonures? What 
means these tortures? We. all ca.i surmise the 
results— suppress our |>re»*. gag our mouths, 
torture and perseeute us In your filthy hell 
holes — the results will be thousands in our 
ranks where therp am hundreds now. Even- 
tually we will say who will fill the jails we have 
const rurted. Justice will and must prevail to 
the best Interest of those who usefully toll. 
Why are you silent. Mr. Reader. Including Pul-
